Ugly Stories in Moscow Regarding

Moscow, November 13,—General Rhein- | 
bot, at whom a bomb was thrown yes- | 


terday, has received hundreds of mes- | 
Sages, including a personal cOmmunica- | 
tion from Emperor Nicholas, through | 
Premier Stolypin, and a dispatch from 
Count Witte, congratulating him upon 
his escape. 

in spite of these congratulations, which 
give color to the official version of the 
attempt on the prefect’s life, there are. 
ugly rumors in Moscow that General | 
Rheinbot was himself the author of the 
plot against his own life. He is thought 
to have schemed to retrieve his sinking 
fortunes and to stave off retirement, it 
having been decided upon in official cir- 
cles to relieve him from duty. 

Queer Conduct of General. 

These suspicious rumors are supported | 
by certain circumstanctial evidence, Gen- | 
eral Rheinbot, at the time the attempt 
on his Jife was made, was following an | 
unusual path on foot through narrow al- | 
leys. The bomb exploded in a manner 
described as highly suspicious. 

Pieces picked up on the spot show it to 
have been nothing more than an imita- | 
tion bomb, quite without effective cover- | 
ings and perfectivy harmless. It failed to 
explode until it had rolled to the opposite | 
side of the street, and to a safe distance ; 
from the prefect. The original theory was | 
that the bomb did not go off because the 
dynamite it in was frozen. Now the po- 
lice explain it was a fuse bomb, and the 
social revolutionists discarded such mis- 
siles, jong ago. 

Murdered His Accoriiplicé. 

On account of the indignation aroused 
at the statement that General Rheinbot 
shot down his assailant while he was be- | 
ing held by tWo policemen, a statement | 
is being issued tonight to the effect that 
the bomb thrower, when he was killed by 
the general, was struggling to escape and | 
that he also fired at the prefect, but the 
revolver which he is alleged to have used 
has not been found. It is declared tonight 
that the man did not have a revolver, 
that he fired at nobody ané@ that he had | 
been promised that he would be allowed | 
to escape. Generat Rheinbot, however, is | 
alleged to have shot him to get rid of 
him.

marriage, opposition was presented 
against separation. 

Governor Pennypacker took exception 
te the clause which provides that if eith-r 
party unknown to the other was insane 
at the time of marriage, it should be an- 
ruled, The governor said the clause not 
“nly gave the sane party the right to 
begin suit, but also a comity to 
the lunatic. This would give a commis- 
sion aptpointed by the court a right i> 
begin a stit in the name of an insane 
party even if the person not insane did 
not want a divorce. He argued that mir- 
mage was a personal relation and a third 
person had no rights tn the contract.

Shippers also complain that under the 
present complicated form of tariffs, mis- 
takes are being constantly made, but as 
it requires an expert to both trace the 
mistake to its source through a wilder- 
ness of figures and restrictions, such as 
the average business man has not the 
time to study out and understand, many 
of the claims are settled rather than go 
to the eXpense of securing expert advice 
on the matter. Two or three Atlanta 
business men were talking of this phase 
of the question yesterday, and stated 
that with -the adoption of some simple 
and uniform tariff, many, if not all, of 
these mistakes would be obviated. 

For this and other reasons,.the -present 
conference between officials and .mem- 
bers of the commission in.

Rogers, to prevent 
his paying part of the proceeds from tne 
estate to her sister, who is married, 
claiming that under the fourth item otf 
the will that all the fund should go to 
her, maintenance .and education. ‘The 
injunction was granted by Muscogee su- 
perior court, and the supreme court now 
holds that this was error on the ground 
that the testator had merely created a 
life estate for his wife, the remainder to 
go to his children; that the charge on 
the estate for the maintenance, educatuwn 
arid support of the two daughters con- 
tinued during the life of the estate only, 
and ‘that on the termination of the hie 
estate the property was subject to divi- 
sion among the remainder, 


Responsibility of Landlord. 

In the case of Kessler v. Pearson from 
Bibb superior court, which was a.:urmed, 
the court held as follows: 

“If a house be let with intent that it 
shall be used for the purpose of prosti- 
tution, the landlord cannot recover tne 
rent. But if the lease be for lawful 
uses and the circumstances do not show 
the transaction to be colorable or a cloak 
to-conceal the illegality, of the contract, 
subsequent knowledge by the landlord 
of the immoral use to which tue tenant 
has subjected the premises will not in- 
validate the lease or preclude the Jand- 
lord from collecting the rent. If, how- 
ever, the landiggd, after he is mmde 
aware of the illégal use of his premises, 
does any affirmative act indicating 1s 
sanetion of the illegal practices of 1s 
tenant, he becomes in pari delicto with 
him, and courts will not lend any aid 
infthe collection of the rent.’’

The case of E. R. Derry, charged with 
the embezzlement of $100,000 from the 
Augusta Real Estate and Building Asso- 
clation, will probably come up next week 
before the superior court. 

Derry, more than sixty years old, of in- : 
fhuenti:.1 family, was secretary and treas- 
urer of the Augusta Real Estate and 
Building Association, a corporate body, 
with a capital stock of $160,000. The 
purpose of the association was to lend 
money and purchase real estate and sell 
it afterwards at a profit. The president 
and directors of the association had no 
active connection with the association 
and all the actua) business was entrusted 
to Derry. Last March the association 
suddenly became financially embarrassed, 
and tpon examination of the accounts it 
was found to be more than $100,000 in 
debt and with no money wit, which to 
pay the overhanging obligations.
